WASHINGTON, Dec. 10—The pol- 


icies which Great Britain, the United 
States, Japan and France, will pursue 
in the Pacific for years to come have 
been agreed upon. 


They have been incorporated in i 


four cornered agreement, approved by 
London, Paris, Tokio and Washing- 
ton and will be announced to a wait- 
ing world today at the fourth plenary 
session of the armament conference. 


The gist of the agreement is that 


the signatory powers agree to respect 
each others territories in the Pacific, 
and agree that sucu disputes as may 
arise between them will be submitted 
to arbitration before resort to armed 
conflict. 
Thus at one stroke the 


danger of a sudden war in the future 
between the United States and Japan. 
Is eradicated. 


Decision to call the open session 


of the conference to announce the re- 
sults of three weeks of the most 
secret diplomacy was leached 
late 


last night after a. hasty consultation 
between the heads of delegations and 
after Baron Kato, Japan's spokesman 
had blandly "spilled the beans" by 
informing newspaper 
correspondents 


that Tokio had confirmed the pro- 
posed agreement.

said. 
"In tho World war, Germany 


became 
the 
'outlaw' breaking her 


pledge. la a possible future war, if 
we limited our use of gas, we would 
find another militaristic nation hav» 
ing us suddenly at its mercy." 


The general also declared that poi- 


son gas tho inspiring a fear thruout 
the civilized world, waa the most 
humane of all modern methods of 
warfare, 


"Gas is not necessarily fatal to pro- 


tected troops," he 
said. 
"In the 


Woilrt war, only two per cent of all 


j gas casualties proved fatal while 25 
1 per cent of the bullet and shell casu- 
alties died. 


"Of 74,779 American gas casulties 


in the World war, only 1,400 died. A 
soldier, stricken by gas, had twelve 
times as muny chances of recovering 
as the wounded by any other cause." 


The general however, declared gas 


would be devastating to unprotected 
peoples.

Espionage In Peace

HOSE sections of the annual report of Attorney General 


Daugherty which deal with the "g-eneral intelligence di- 


vision" of the Department of Justice show how far the present 
America has departed frcm the tradition of the fathers. 


Some can still remember the time when the United States, 


like England or Switzerland, was a place of refuge for political 
exiles from many lands. Many of the men whom the twentieth 
century delights to honor were driven out of their own lands 
during the nineteenth, and not a few found a welcome on these 
shores 
This land was populated in no small part by agitators 


who left the land of their origin in order to escape imprisonment 
or death for their political views. 


Not the trace of a memory of such an America, capacious 


enough to provide homes for all kinds and conditions of men, 
strong enough not to fear the mutterings of endless advocates 
of unpopular causes, is to be found in the report of the "general 
intelligence division." It seems that this agency now has some 
450^000 index cards relating to the activities of "ultra-radical 
and related groups." 


The division reports that during the fiscal year ended June 


30 last 446 aliens were deported under the anarchy provisions 
of the deportation law. Had such an act been in operation dur- 
ing the 1770s, Thor&as Jefferson, the gentleman credited with 
the authorship of the Declaration of Independence, might have 
been deported or imprisoned for his views. 
Happiry, for the 


country, however, not even the stupidities which led to the 
Anneriean Revolution provided such varities of governmental 
tyranny, 
We are informed by the attorney general that "a portion of 


the duties of the general intelligence division has consisted in 
carefully observing and following the trend of the ultra-radical 
movement in tlie United States, including anarchists, com- 
munists, and syndicalists." We are also informed that "it is the 
cltearly expressed intention of the communist organization to 
cease its activities' in weaning away from the trade unions indi- 
vidual members. Its more recent policy is to endeavor to gain 
control- of the labor' organisations thru the control of the execu- 
tive committees or v-jther governmental bodies." He does not 
say what practical difference this makes to any one. Mr. Daugh- 
erty goes on to report that a "copy of an agrarian report was 
obtained which gave Li detail a survey Of the agricultural field, 
with an outline for propaganda by the communists among the 
farmers, especial attention being given to the Negro farm la- 
borer." This document,, it appears, was secured in a raid upon 
an: alien's quarters in Ne w York. 
It carries its folly up-on its face.^ Nobody except a man 


thoroly ignorant of American conditions would dream of at- 
tempting to teach communasm to Negro farm laborers, and cer- 
tainly few in possession of their senses would regard it worth 
} while to attempt to stop such a mad preachment. But the epi- 
sod'eis in character with Mr. Daugh-erty's "general intelligence 
division," which seems to be carrying on the A. Mitchell Palmer 
tradition.

Mr. Melflon's Economic Theories 


M 


R. MELLON'S first' report as secretary of the treasury con- 


tains an excellent portrait of the mind of a class-conscious 


but highly conscientious multimillionaire in his late sixties. 
There could hardly be a. better presentation of the social ad- 
vantages of large capital accumulations in private hands. 


Mr. Mellon is arguing against the high income surtaxes 


and the drastic inheritance taxes as applied to several thousand 
persons whose annual incomes are $300,000 or more. In 1917, 
1,296 of these reported and paid taxes; by 1920 the number had 
dwindled to 679 and seemed to be shrinking steadily. This WHK 
not because the number of persons receiving incomes of this 
size had diminished propctrtionatcly. It was because, they had 
succeeded in evading the tax. 


Evasion is made easy by the existence of approximately 


$10,000,000,000 worth of tax-exempt securities, to which $800,- 
000,000 has been added during the last year, and of which about 
$2,500,000,000 have been issued or guaranteed by the federal 
government. But Mr. Mellon doesn't think that this is the only 
recourse of the super-taxed rfch. "Experience teaches us," he 
says, "that means of avoiding; taxes which are regarded as ex- 
cessive or unreasonable will Always be found, and it would be 
useless to attempt to catalogue; them, for new methods will con- 
stantly be developed as long as the tax rates continue so high 
that persons having money for investment find it unprofitable to 
continue their investments in productive industry." 


Mr. Mellon is sure that if the wealthy have to pay excessive 


taxes it is bad, not only for them, but for everybody "else. And 
what could be more quieting to the conscience of a tax evader 
than to be told by a federal official that the law which the tax- 
payer is trying to escape and the official is sworn to enforce is a 
bad law? 


Mr. Mellon's fallacy lies in his use of the term "capital."
